REMARKS 

Claims 1-2 and 4-9 are pending in the present application. By this reply, claim 3 has 
been canceled and new claims 8-9 have been added. 

Priority 

Applicants will file a certified copy of the Korean priority document soon. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5 and 7 have been indicated as allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection 

over 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claim. 

Accordingly, independent claim 1 has been amended to incorporate therein allowable 
claim 3. Thus, claim 1 and its dependent claims 2 and 4-7 are allowable. 

Allowable dependent claims 2 and 7 have also been rewritten in independent form and 
are presented as new claims 8 and 9, respectively. Thus, claims 8 and 9 are allowable over the 
prior art of record. 

35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph, Rejection 

Claims 1-7 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite. To overcome this rejection, "the optical disk" in line 4 of claim 1 has been changed to 
—an optical disk— to address insufficient antecedent basis concerns. Accordingly, this rejection 
should be withdrawn. 

35 U.S.C. S 103 Rejection 

Claims 1 and 6 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Takeda (US 2002/0191504) in view of Shihara (US 6,680,887). This rejection is respectfully 
traversed. 



Without acquiescing to any of the Examiners allegations made in rejecting these claims, 
but to advance prosecution only, independent claim 1 has been amended to incorporate therein 
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allowable claim 3. Therefore, the rejection is moot and claims 1 and 6 are allowable over the 
prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

In view of the above remarks, it is believed that claims are allowable and the application 
is in condition for allowance.
